Striking employes of the Armour, 


Swift and Morris packing plants fn East 
St. Louis, at a meeting in Central Par« 
this afternoon, voted to accept the con- 


cessions made by their employers, and 
to return to work tomorrow mornings. 
About 4500 of the men were involved in 
the strike, which began. last Thursday. 

It was agreed, at conferences during 
the morning between the three firms 
and committees of the strikers from 
each establishment, that the men’s union 
shall be recognized, to the extent of 
making no discrimination against union 
men; and, in the case of the Armour and 
Morris plants, that a grievance corn- 
mittee shall be maintained on eac% 
floor. This demand; through an over- 
sight on the part of the committee of 
Swift’s employes, was not made there. 

It was also agreed that all the strik- 
ers should be reinstated; that the strike 
breakers should be discharged; and that 
the members of the union, discharged 
before the strike, should be re-employei 
in preference to othrs,. whnever ni. 
ar needed. Ther ar about 50 of ths- 
men, who, according to the mén, wer.

The same applies to women 
at the ages of 50 and 55. Persons who 
are incapacitated after more than 15 
years’ service will receive pensions on 
a basis of 1% per cent their former sal- 
ary, for every year they have served. 
No pension shall be less than $240 a 
year, Or more than $5000 a year. Widows 
and familieS of deceased employes shall 
‘receive one-half their pensions. The 
company says 4/00 employes in St. Louis 
and East St. Louis, and 8000 in Chicago, 
will be eligible to the benefits of the 
new plan, by remaining long enough in 
the company’s employ.

The result is that thousands of voters 
who have moved recently, or who have 
become of age since the last registra- 
ticn, are disqualified for the important 
primary election tomorrow.

How Teutons Are Resisting Brit- 
ish Straining in West, Yield- 
ing Ground in East.

—Slowly but steadily, the screw on the 
vise in which Germany finds herself is 
being turned tighter and harder. The 
entente Powers are straining the lart 
nerve in the attempt to crush in the Ger- 
man ramparts east and west. In the 
west the allies cannot record much 
progress. 

In the battle of Somme the biood of 
today is mingling with the dust an4 
ashes of the dead of the past in the ter- 
rible fighting around Posieres, especial- 
ly. for the possession of the cemetery. 
There the long sleep of the dead is ve- 
ing rudely disturbed by the hail of 
shells which scatters the bones and 
dust of the sleepers to the four winds 
and the soldiers have before them ‘%n 
impressive picture of what they may 
soon be. 

The British with characteristic te- 
nacity, are throwing themselves again 
and again againet the stubborn, 
almost immovable German lines near 
Posieres and Longueval, while the 
massed German artillery is turning 
the portions of woods held by the En- 
glish, especially the edge of Deivilie, 
into a hell, and literally pounding ile 
face off the English advance. And stil 
the British come on. 

In the east the Austrians have prac- 
tically evacuated Brody, Brody is # 
miles from Lemberg.

GERARD ASKED PERMISSION 


TO GET COUNSEL FOR FRYATT 


Trial and Execution of British Ship 
Master by Germans Came So Quick- 
ly Ambassador Could Do Nothing. 


BERLIN, via London, July 31.—The

courtmartial in the case of Capt. Fryatt 
of the British steamship Brussels left 
little time for action which James W. 


Gerard, the American Ambassador, un- 
dertook at the request of Viscount 
Grey, British Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs.

Gerard, in a note to Herr 
von Jagow, the German Foreign Secre- 
tary, asked for the facts and followed 
this with a second note asking per- 
mission to employ counsel. 


Ambassador Gerard received an answer 
Wednesday, stating that the trial had 
been fixed for the following afternoon 
and that a German had been assigned 
to defend the British captain. Satur- 
day morning the embassy was briefly 
informed that the trial had been held 
and that Capt. Fryatt had been exe- 
cuted. 


The minutes of the trial have not yet 
been received at the German Admiralty, 
nor has it any more precise details of 
the accusation beyond the broad charge 
that Capt. Fryatt was a franc-tireur.

MILK DRIVERS 


DISCUSS DEMANDS 
WiTH EMPLOYERS 


Conference This Afternoon Prob- 
ably Will Determine Whether 
Men Will Strike. 


Representatives of the St. Louis Milk 
Dealers’ Association and of the Milk 
Wagon Drivers’ Union, Local No. 68, 
will meet this afternoon at 1808. Biddle 
street to discuss @ working contract 
submitted by the Union for the milk 
wagon drivers, who are demanding bet- 
te: working conditions and increased 
wages. 

Employers declare the demands of the 
drivers are out of reason, while union 
officials intimate that a strike is like- 
ly tomorrow morning if employers fail 
to meet the union demands. 

The old contract expires at midnight. 
The wage scale demands of the union 
in the new contract are substantially as 
fcllows: 

Drivers of retail milk wagons shall 
receive $18 a week and 6 per cent of 
gross sales, drivers of wholesale milk 
wagons, $23 a week; drivers of ice 
cream wagons, $7 a week and a com- 
mission of 5 cents a gallon during the 
summer season; truck drivers, $23 a 
week and 50 cents an hour overtime; 
special delivery chauffeurs. $18 a week 
and 40 cents an hour overtime; drivers 
of. special delivery wagons, $17.0 a 
week and #4 cents an hour ove-time; 
drivers of station wagons, day $17.30 
a week: night, $19 a week; steb'e men, 
$14.50 a week. 

Contract Once Rejected, 

This contract was submitted July 5 by 
the union drivers to the Milk Dealers’ 
Association. The employers refused to 
accept it, and today’s conference was 
arranged. 

A member of the association told 4 
Post-Dispatch reporte: that the terms of 
the proposed contract will practically 
double the pay of drivers, whose pres- 
ent fixed wage, he said, is $14 a week, 
and would increase the wages of the 
drivers to an average of $140 a month. 
He also said the demands of ice creat 
wagon drivers, if granted, would in 
crease their wages to from $300 to $WJ 
a month, 

H. R. Norman,#secretary of the 
Drivers’ Union, denied that ‘the ie- 
mands of the drivers in the new con- 
tract are exorbitant. He said many milk 
wagon drivers are now earning from 
$125 to $140 a month. The drivers, he 
said, are pai by some firms 1 cent a 
quart commission on sales exceeding 
5700 quarts in one month. The new de- 
mand of the union, he said, is for a 
straight commission of 6 per cent »n 
gross sales, with a flat increase of &%i 
a week to the weekly wage.

WHAT TEUTONS HAVE: DONE 
IN THE TWO YEARS OF WAR 


Berlin Says They Held 431,000 Square 

Kilometers in Europe and 2,658,000 

_ Allied Prisoners. 

BERLIN, July 3, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—The German Government has is- 
sued officially the figures relating +*o 
conquests up to the end of the second 
year of the war, in a statement which 
reads: 


“The central Powers hold 431,000 
square kilometers against 180,000 a year 
ago. The enemy hold in Europe 22,000 
square kilometers against 11,000 a year 
ago. 

‘The central Powers, 
Turkey, have captured 2,658,000 enemy 
scldiers, against 1,695,000. Of theee 
taken prisoner by the Germans, 5347 of- 
ficers and 348,000 men were French; 
9019 officers and 1,202,000 men were Rus- 
sian, and 9%47 officers and 30,00 men 
were British. 

“The war booty brought to Germany, 
tn addition to that utilized immediatély 
at the front, comprised 11,036 cannon, 
4,700,000 shells, 3460 machine guns and 
1,556,000 rifles. x 

“According to the list of statistics of 
German wounded soldiers, 90.2 per cent 
returned to the front; 1.4 per cent died: 
the rest were unfit for service or were 
released.’’

COMPENSATION LAW FIGURES. 
The Missouri Workmen’s Compensation Con- 
ference has just issued a leaflet summing up the 
estimates made in the previous series of articles 
on the benefits of a just compensation law for 
Missouri, based on the figures obtainable under 
the working laws of New Jersey, Massachusetts 


and New York. 
Taking 1913 as an average year, it was found 


that there were about 50,000 industrial accidents 
in Missouri, of which 250 were fatal, and 49,750 
nonfatal, and that under our present system 
compensation was paid in but 5000 of these cases, 
and that for all of these idents a sum not 
exceeding $600,000, on an excessively liberal estt- 
mate, reached the pockets of the injured work- 
men and their dependents. 

The figures show that the total\loss to the 

workmen and their dependents, due to these ac- 
cidents and fatalities, was $3,867,488, inchuding 
cost of medical aid, loss of wages from partial 
or permanent disability, or death. 
Under the New Jersey law these 50,000 acci- 
dents would have insured to the injured workers 
and their dependents a total of $1,320,802. Un- 
der the Massachusetts law the amount of com- 
pensation would have been $1,968,954. Under 
the New York law the compensation granted 
would have amounted to $2,842,847. 

So that, under the least Iiberal—the New Jer- 
sey law—Missouri’s injured workers and their 
dependents would have received compensation 
amounting to $720,802 above what they were

The request to the «ederal Bureau of Stand- 
ards to make test of the new “dry process” gas 
supplied by the Laclede company was sent in 
the name of the Board of Aldermen.

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THE FARM TRAOTOR SHOW. 
St. Louis extends a hearty welcome to the 60 


firms and 600 operatives who begin today the ex- 
hibit of the world’s biggest labor saving mech- 
anism this prolific century has invented. The 
steam engine, the electric coach, the automobile 
and the aeroplane are marvels, each and all, but 
up to this time the powers of steam, electricity 
and gas have only been applied casually to that 
heaviest of all labors, the breaking up of our mil- 
lions of square miles of sof] to prepare it for food 
production. 

Last year’s exhibit of farm tractors, at the 
Maxwelton grounds, was impressive. This year’s 
exhibit will far exceed all that was seen there. 
With 1800 acres of land for the experiment, all 
who are interested in the future of farming and 
in the farm tractor as a development of the auto- 
mobile, will have ample opportunity to witness 
every feat of which the tractor, as now developed, 
is capable. It was shown, last year, that light 
and inexpensive tractors could climb steep em- 
bankments and could be guided with ease in any 
direction, forward and backward.

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GASOLINE REGULATION BILL.
